REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a rotary table system comprising a guide 
apparatus, a rotary table mounted on the guide apparatus, the guide apparatus 
including a ring-shaped integrated rail having no discontinuity in a travel direction 
thereof, and a plurality of guide blocks that are assembled to the rail from a direction 
of their surfaces opposing the rail, each of the plurality of guide blocks includes a U- 
shaped cross-sectional opening and a portion of the ring shaped rail is fitted into the U- 
shaped cross-sectional opening from above the opening, a top surface of the rail 
opposite to the portion of rail fitted into the U- shaped cross-sectional opening and an 
underside of the rotary table are joined together. With regard to the patent to Liu and 
Takei et al, note the following. Liu teaches a continuous rail and a continuous block 
structure. The patent to Takei et al teaches a ring member that accepts separate guide 
structure from above. In order to modify the structure of Liu to teach the claimed 
subject matter, one first must modify the guide assembly of Liu to include a u-shape 
member to accept a structure from above, which one of ordinary skill in the art could 
deem from the patent to Takei et al. However, one must further modify the structure to 
include take the continuous member of Takei et al and change it to separate guide 
blocks and then modify the separate guide structure that is inserted from above and 
change it to a ring-shaped continuous member. There is no suggestion or motivation to 
provide such in this the prior art used and the prior art cited.
